DECISION APPROACHES FOR HAWAII 


In Honolulu last week a big bundle was being readied for shipment to 
Washington to be opened on the Capitol steps. It was a 500-foot-long 
sheet which began: “We the citizens of Hawaii, U.S.A. petition for 
statchood now.” Below were the signatures of some 10,000 people, many 
of whom had got down on their knees in the street to sign (above). 
Hawaii has been waiting for statehood for more than half a century. 
Last year a bill approving it—the third since 1947—was passed byathe 
House, and this year, immediately upon convening, the Senate Interior 


and Insular Affairs Committee shaped a similar bill. Some familiar Sen- 
ate obstacles arose. Advocates of Alaskan statehood urged that the two 
territories be lumped in a single bill. Democrats, for their own practical 
reasons (next page), supported the double-header bill, knowing well that 
it would be doubly difficult to pass. But after a seesaw battle, the com- 
mittee finally voted to let the Senate act on a separate bill for Hawaii. 
And this time, with debate set to start this month, there is a really 
determined effort behind it. A decision for Hawaii seemed at hand at last.

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LEADERS HAVE GAINED 
POLITICAL MATURITY 


Democratic senators who have traditionally 
blocked statehood have generally been afraid 
of two things. Southern Democrats have re- 
ed admission of a territory of 469,000 citi- 
zens of predominantly mixed ancestry for fear 
that two Hawaiian senators would help pass 
civil rights legislation. Others have been afraid 
that Hawaii, which for years had a solidly Re- 
publican territorial legislature, would automat- 
ically clect two Republican senator 
But if the statehood bill passes, mainla 
ay be in for some surprises. One of them is 
sted by these pictures of Hawaii's fore- 
olitical figures. They not only reflect 
turdy racial mixture, which is largely 
Oriental and includes some 200,000 Americans 
of Japanese ancestry, but they are also men of 
education, ability and experience. They preside 
over a legislature whose proceedings, except 
for a traditional outburst of leis and aloha 
music on opening day, are almost indistin- 
guishable from those of any state legislature. 
Hawaiian elections are orderly, though light- 
hearted, and Hawaiians have reached a degr 
of politi ity that has eliminated voting 
by racial blocs. The territory has produced, for 
example, outstanding Japanese-American R 
publicans as well as up-and-coming Japan 
American Democrats. 

For more than 50 years Hawaii has been as 
solidly Republican as Maine because the plan- 
tation owners were Republicans and naturally 
influenced their once illiterate workers. But 
widespread education is breaking the old pat- 
terns and recently Democrats have made s 
gains that the Hawaiian Senate consi 
eight Republicans and seven Democ 
mayor of Hawaii’s biggest city, Honolulu, 
Democrat. While Democrats in Washi 
still have their reservations, Democrats 
waii are hopeful that if statehood comes they 
will, in the prediction of their national com- 
mittceman, “elect one Democratic senator.”

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EDITORIALS 


THE POLITICAL SCORECARD TODAY 


The 1954 political campaign is off to a vituperative 
start. Senators McCarthy and Jenner are setting the 
pace, the former with series of historical lectures 
entitled “Twenty Years of Treason” (see p. 32): but 
even responsible Republicans like Governor Dewey and 
Sherman Adams have been accusing the Democrats of 
murder, espionage and sadism. What is unusual is not 
the abusiveness of our political language, but the fact 
that the Republican epithets have drawn so much Dem- 
ocratic blood. Sam Rayburn himself has asked for quar- 
ter, and the President has advised his Republican team- 
mates to watch their tongues. 

All of which helps the side-line observer to prepare 
a scorecard on the real strength of the two parties as 
they enter this election year. The charge of “treason,” 
punctuated with the names of Hiss, White et al., is 
the most lethal slogan the Republicans have had since 
the Bloody Shirt. It is, of course, pretty irrelevant to 
the real issues before the U.S., if not to the question 
of which party should be allowed to handle them. But 
it is the kind of charge that may sail through two or 
three elections before boomeranging home, or into an 
empty field, 

The Democrats, for their part, have lost the simi- 
larly lethal weapon that served them for 16 years. This 
was the charge that the Republicans would try to re- 
peal the social gains of the New Deal, a charge whose 
if swan song was Don’t let ‘em take it away. A year 
in which Republicans-in-office have upheld the essen- 
tial parts of the Welfare State has killed that potent 
issue, simultaneously stripping the Fair Dealers of 
their New Deal ethical pretenses. 

Reduced to opportunistic pot shots, the Democrats 
are still firing from the exposed Trumanite position. 
The tax reductions favor the rich, the businessmen are 
taking over the country, McCarthy is a louse, ete. How- 
ever accurate, such shooting will be really effective 


only in the context of a palpable recession. Hence the 
Democratic preoccupation with the state of business, 
and the equal and opposite Republican nervousness 
about “purveyors of doom and gloom.” 

And that is about the sum of 1954’s underlying po- 
litical realities, as discernible so far, The political mood. 
of the country is more conservative than in many 
years past. The President himself has told the Repub- 
licans, “Don’t be afraid to use the word,” and indeed. 
it has become so respectable that the Republicans are 
in some danger of consciously and deliberately becom- 
ing the conservative party. 

That would be very ill-advised. Neither party can 
afford to forfeit its right to champion the neglected 
side of any major American issue, whether that side 
be the liberal or the conservative. Therein is the real 
strength of the President's middle-of-the-road stance. 
It does not (or should not) mean splitting the differ- 
ence on any controversy, but taking positive action 
whenever and wherever necessary to keep the whole 
country on an even keel. 

If such action is not taken, the country can lurch 
pretty quickly into a wholly new political situation. 
It seems only yesterday that almost every cartoonist’s 
Republican elephant looked like the picture on the 
opposite page. Or consider the words of Professor 
Robert E. Fitch in a recent New Leader, caricaturing 
the last big change of national sentiment: instead of 
“honest labor, pure politicians and impartial profes- 
sors” arrayed against “‘‘dirty’ capitalists,” we now 
have “the clean-minded and public-spirited capitalist 
arrayed against corrupt politicians, predatory labor 
leaders and well-meaning but weak-minded professors.” 
When you manage to get a good role in the morality 
play of American politics, as the Eisenhower team 
has at the moment, it takes a lot of work, watchful- 
ness and wisdom to keep it.

about. This is about our speed in science fiction, and it 
is with mild alarm that we note that Grosset & Dunlap, 
who once sold 15 million books about Tom Swift, is 
reviving the old master with a series built around his 
upstart son, Tom Swift Jr. Seems that kids nowadays, 
hep to the pseudoscientific jargon of comic books and 
space-happy TV shows, consider Old Tom, as his pub- 
lishers do, old hat. “Old Tom,” indeed! Before young 
Tom was even a gleam in beautiful Mary Nestor Swift's 
eye, his father had invented television, airships and 
diamond-makers, to say nothing of what came later. He 
is about as obsolete as Jules Verne. 

Jules, if you need reminding, not only imagined the 
helicopter, rocket, long-range cannon, searchlight, hy- 
droplane, dirigible, submarine, talkies and television a 
century before their time, but his supermen, like Tom 
Swift, were modest, good-humored people with a few 
endearing human frailties, unlike your sober-sided, 
two-dimensional modern fictional physicist or the half- 
clad, empty-headed teen-agers who gallivant with him

through interstellar space. We are delighted that Mr. 
Disney has seen fit to treat Jules Verne with the proper 
reverence in his new film, 20,000 Leagues Under the 
Sea. A few facts and figures will show why this rever- 
ence is deserved. 

Captain Nemo’s Nautilus, launched in 1870, was ap- 
proximately the same size as a modern U.S. Navy sub- 
marine. Its speed, 50 mph, was somewhat greater than. 
Admiral Rickover’s atomic-powered Nautilus and, since 
its mythical electric engines used no oxygen, it could 
stay under longer than our ordinary presnorkel subs 
could. Disney’s technicians invented a self-contained 
diving suit only almost as good as Nemo’s. His trip 
under the South Pole (he didn’t know about the Ant- 
arctic continent) parallels the proposed voyage which 
Rickover’s Nautilus has yet-to make under the North 
Pole. His searchlights could pierce the water 100 feet 
ahead. We use compressed-air guns to shoot fish under 
water, but Nemo’s electric bullet has yet to be invented. 
Real life is only beginning to overtake Jules Verne. We 
had better complete the job before we start calling him 
old-fashioned—or Tom Swift either!

Weak but long-lasting current is generated from nuclear leftovers 


For many years scientists have been experi- 
menting with methods of getting electricity 
directly from atomic radiation without inter- 
mediate heat exchangers and steam turbines. 
Recently RCA announced it had achieved. just 
that with a tiny atomic battery (above). Though 
other atomic batteries have been built, their 
were highly speciaiized.

THE DALAI LAMA I KNEW 


Austrian who spent seven years in Tibet was tutor to world’s remotest ruler 


by HEINRICH HARRER 


Many Lire readers will remember the poignant 
photographs of the flight of Tibet's Dalai Lama 
before the invasion by Chinese Reds (Lure, April 
23,1951). They were taken by Heinrich Harrer, 
an Austrian mountain climber who escaped a 
British wartime internment camp in India, and 
with a fellow escapee, Peter Aufschnaiter, made 
his way over the passes to primitive Tibet. He 
learned the language and became tutor to the 
Dalai Lama. In this article, which will be ine 
cluded in Harrer’s book Seven Years in Tibet, 
to be published next week by E. P. Dutton and 
Co, ($5), he gives the most intimate close-up 
yet presented of his unusual pupil. 


Met of the life of Lhasa is concen- 
trated in the Parkhor, a street that 
runs in a cirele around the cathedral.

DALAI LAMA conrinueo 


Earthly existence is of little worth in Tibet and death has no 
terrors. Men know that they will be born again and hope for a 
higher form of existence in the next life, earned by pious conduct 
in this one. It is a catastrophe when a fly falls into a cup of tea. 
It must at all costs be saved from drowning as it may be the rein- 
carnation of one’s dead grandmother. In winter they break the ice 
in the pools to save the fish before they freeze to death. But this 
did not prevent me from organizing a skating club, with the freez- 
ing of a small tributary of the Kyi Chhu. 

It was the skating rink that led to my meeting the Dalai Lama. 
One of the members of our skating group was Lobsang Samten, 
the Dalai Lama’s brother. From him the Living Buddha heard about 
our new sport. But our rink was invisible from the roof of the 
Potala (winter palace). He would have clearly liked to see us dis- 
porting ourselves on the ice, but as that was impossible, he sent 
me his moving picture camera with instructions to film the rink 
and the skaters for him. I had never taken a movie before so I 
made a careful study of the prospectus and instructions that he 
sent. Then I made my picture and had the film sent to India by 
the foreign ministry to be developed. In two months it was in the 
hands of the Dalai Tina. It had come out very well. It seems curi- 
ous that this film, a cultural synonym of the 20th Century, should 
have been the starting point of a relation which in spite of all con- 
ventions eventually became a close friendship. 

Soon after this, Lobsang Samten told me that his brother wished 
me to film different ceremonies and festival scenes for him. I was 
astonished to see how great was his interest in these pictures. He 
always sent me the most precise instructions, sometimes in writing 
and sometimes verbally through Lobsang Samten. He would send 
word to say that this or that ceremony was due to start punctually. 
I, too, was able to send a message telling him when during a pro- 
cession to keep his eyes fixed in the direction of my camera. 

Then one day Lobsang Samten surprised me by asking me if I 
would undertake to build a room for showing films. His brother had 
expressed the wish that I should do so. Life in Lhasa had taught me 
that one should not say no even when asked to do things with

one is completely unfamiliar. Aufschnaiter and I were known 
cks-of-all-trades,” and we had already solved some difficult 
problems. The best masons in Lhasa and the soldiers of the body- 
guard were placed at my disposal. The project took several months. 

Not long after this I'was riding in the country when I was over- 
hauled by an excited soldier of the bodyguard, who told me that 
they had been looking for me everywhere and that I must at once 
ride back to the Summer Garden. My first thought was that the 
motion picture apparatus was out of order. I immediately turned 
around and was soon back. At the door of the yellow gate a couple 
of monks were waiting. As soon as they saw me they signaled to me 
to hurry up, and when I reached them they ushered me into the 
Inner Garden. There Lobsang Samten awaited me. He whispered 
something to me and put a white scarf in my hand. The young rul- 
er had overridden all conventions and had summoned me directly. 

I at once went toward the motion picture theater, but before 
could enter, the door opened from the inside and I was standing 
before the Living Buddha. 

Conquering my surprise, I bowed deeply and handed him the 
scarf, as their ritual prescribes. He took it in his left hand and with 
an impulsive gesture blessed me with his right. It seemed less like 
the ceremonial laying on of hands than an impetuous expression of 
feeling on the part of a boy who had at last got his way. In the 
theater three abbots were waiting with bowed heads—the guard- 
ians of His Holiness. I did not fail to observe how coldly they 
returned my greeting. They certainly did not approve of his intru- 
sion into their domain but they had not dared openly to oppose 
the will of the Dalai Lama. 

‘The young ruler was all the more cordial, He pressed me to go 


to the projector and put on a film which he had long been want- 
ing to see. It was a documentary film of the capitulation of Japan. 
He came with me to the apparatus and sent the abbots into the 


theater to act as spectators. 


The eager apprentice 


MUST have seemed slow and clumsy in handling the projec- 

tor, for he impatiently pushed me to one side. Taking hold of 
the film, he showed that he was a much more practiced operator 
than I was. He told me that he had been busy the whole winter 
learning how to work the apparatus and that he had even taken a 
projector to pieces and put it together again. As soon as the film 
was running well, he was delighted with the arrangements and 
could not praise my work too highly. 

We sat together in the projecting room and looked at the picture 
through the peepholes in the wall. He took the greatest pleasure in 
what he saw and heard. Although it was the first time in his life 
that he had been alone with a white man, he was in no way

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ANNUAL PROCESSION of Dalai Lama to summer palace is seen by thou- 
sands. Attended by monks and soldiers, he rides in palanquin borne by 16 men, 
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embarrassed or shy. While he was putting the next film on the 
reel, he pressed the microphone into my hands and insisted on my 
speaking into it. I invited the nonexistent public to remain in their 
seats, as the next film would present sensational scenes from Tibet. 
He laughed enthusiastically at the surprised and shocked faces of 
the monks when they heard my cheerful, disrespectful tones. Such 
light, unceremonious language had never been used in the pres- 
ence of the Divine Ruler, but his gleaming eyes showed how he 
enjoyed the situation. 

hen the performance was over, the Dalai Lama opened the 
door leading into the theater, told the abbots that he did not need 
them any more and dismissed them with a wave of the hand. We 
cleared away the films and put the yellow covers on the machines. 
Then we sat down on a magnificent carpet in the theater, with the 
sun streaming through the open windows. He told me that he had 
long been planning this meeting. He was resolved to extend his 
knowledge bey ond purely religious subjects, and it seemed to him 
that I was the only person who could help him to do so. He had 
no idea that I was a qualified teacher, and had he known this it 
would probably not have influenced him. He asked my age 
and was surprised to learn that I was only 37. Like many Tibe etans 
he thought that my “yellow” hair was a sign of age. 

Time passed swiftly. It seemed as if a dam had burst, so urgent 
and continuous was his flood of questions. I was astounded to see 
how much disconnected knowledge he had acquired out of books 
and newspapers. He possessed an English work on World War IL 
in seven Sol ouiees which he had had translated into Tibetan. He 
knew how to distinguish between different types of airplanes, 
automobiles and tanks. The names of personages like Churchill, 
Eisenhower and Molotov were familiar to him, but as he had 
nobody to put questions to, he often did not know how persons 
and events were connected with each other. Now he was happy 
because he had found someone to whom he could bring all the 
questions about which he had been puzzling for years. 

Very modestly he took out an exercise book with all sorts of 
drawings on the cover and asked me to look at his work. To my 
surprise I saw that he had been transcribing the capital letters of 
the Latin alphabet. He insisted that I should immediately begin 
to teach him English, transcribing the pronunciation in “elegant 
Tibetan characters. After five hours, when one of the abbots in- 
sisted on the Dalai Lama’s having his dinner, I was excused. When 
I left him he shook my hand warmly—a new gesture for him.

1s some 300 miles 
the reincarnated soul in a 2-year-old peasant child, Chi- 
nese overlords used to poison the Dalai Lama in his teens, but after Tibet be- 
came independent the 13th lived to be 57. The Dalai Lama's mother and 
father are also revered as holy by Tibet's faithful, shown great privileges. 
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full explanations at our next meeting. As time went on I always 
prepared the materials for our lessons because I wanted to in- 
troduce some system into the instruction of this zealous student. 

But the system kept breaking down because of his insatiable 
curiosity, which drove him to ask me questions that opened up 
whole new fields. For example, in order to be able to discuss the 
atom bomb, I had to tell him about the elements. That led to a 
formal discussion of metals, for which there is no generic word in 
Tibetan, so I had to go into details about the different sorts of 
metals—a subject which, of course, brought another avalanche 
of questions. 

His cna cily st ab ig Hr res poeaprel eat, 
his pertinacity and his industry. When I gave him for homework 
10 sentences to translate, he usually showed up with 20, When I 
observed his zeal and thirst for knowledge, I felt quite ashamed 
at the thought of my own boyhood. 

My young pupil was not yet in a position to travel, but that 
did not diminish his interest in world geography, which was soon 
his favorite subject. I drew for him great maps of the world and 
others of Asia and Tibet. We had a globe, with the help of which 
I was able to explain to him why the New York radio was 11 hours 
behind Lhasa. He was particularly proud of the fact that the high- 
est summit in the world was on his frontier. 

I had already reason to approve of his taste. Once when we 
were selecting an assortment of films he put all the comic and 
purely entertaining pictures to one side mite asked me to exchange 
them. His interest was in educational, military and cultural pic- 
tures, Once I thought to please him by showing him a particularly 
beautiful film about horses. He watched quietly until it was over. 
“Tt is funny,” he then said, “that the former body [meaning 
thereby the 13th Dalai Lama] was so fond of horses and that 
they mean so little to me.” 

‘At this time he was growing very quickly, and he displayed the 
usual characteristics of the awkward age. Once-he let his ex- 
posure meter fall and was as unhappy about it as a poor child who 
has broken his only toy. I had to remind him that he was the 
ruler of a great dominion and that he could buy as many exposure 
meters as he liked. His modesty was a source of perpetual wonder 
to me. The average child of a rich tradesman was certainly far 
more spoiled than he was in his ascetic and lonely life. ws:

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On one occasion, as I came through the yellow gate into the 
Inner Garden, I thought I noticed the Dalai Lama looking out for 
me from his little window, and it seemed he was wearing glasses. 
This surprised me because I had never seen him with spectacles 
on. In answer to my question he told me that he had for some 
time been having difficulty with his eyes and had therefore taken 
to wearing glasses for study. His brother had procured him a pair 
through the Indian Legation. He had probably damaged his eyes 
when he was a child, when his only pleasure was to look for hours 
through his telescope at Lhasa. Moreover continuous reading and 
study in the twilight of the Potala were not exactly calculated to 
improve his sight. 

On this occasion he was wearing a red jacket over his monastic 
robe. He had designed it himself and was very proud of it, but 
he allowed himself to wear it only in his leisure moments. The 
chief novelty about this garment was the fact that it had pockets. 
Tibetan clothes do not have any. Now, like every Western boy of 
his age, he was able to carry about with him a knife, a corkscrew, 
sweets, etc. He also now kept his colored pencils and fountain 
pens in his pockets and was, doubtless, the first Dalai Lama to 
take pleasure in such things. 

He was also much interested in his collection of watches and 
clocks, some of which he had inherited from the 13th Dalai Lama. 
His favorite piece was an Omega calendar clock which he had 
bought with his own money. During his minority he could only 
dispose of the money which was left as an offering at the foot of 
his throne. Later on, the treasure vaults would be open to him and, 
as ruler of Tibet, he would become one of the world’s richest men. 

The hours I spent with my pupil were as instructive for me as 
they were for him. He taught me a great deal about the history 
of Tibet and the teachings of Buddha. We often used to argue for 
hours on religious subjects, and he was convinced that he would 
succeed in converting me to Buddhism. He was also convinced 
that by virtue of his faith and by performing the prescribed rites 
he would be able to make things happen in far-distant places. 
When he had made sufficient progress, he said, he would send me 
off somewhere and direct me from Lhasa. I remember saying to 
him with a laugh, “All right, when you can do that, I will become 
a Buddhist too.” 

(The Dalai Lama never got a chance to try it. The invasion by 
Red China on Oct. 7, 1950, and his own flight toward India, inter- 
vened. After the inevitable defeat of his primitive troops, the Dalai 
Lama decided that, as spiritual ruler, he had to return to Lhasa. 
There the red hammer and sickle now flies over his capital. Armored 
cars run through the streets. And there is famine in the once- 
happy land, which cannot feed the armies of occupation and its 
own people as well. In effect, the Dalai Lama is a prisoner —ED.| 


I left Lhasa in the middle of November 1950, before the Dalai 
Lama had fled. The sky was overcast when I embarked in my 
little yakskin boat which was to take me down the Kyi Chhu. 
My friends and servants stood on the bank and waved to me 
sadly. The current caught the boat and they were soon out of 
sight. Floating down the river, I could not keep my eyes off 
the Potala; I knew the Dalai Lama was on the roof looking at 
me through his telescope. 

I still follow all that happens in Tibet with deep interest, for part 
of my being is indissolubly linked with that dear country. Wherever 
Llive, I shall feel homesick for Tibet. 1 often think I can still hear 
the wild cries of geese and cranes and the beating of their wings as 
they fly over Lhasa in the clear cold moonlight of a Tibetan night.

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TRACKING THE KILLER 


Production of new polio vaccine brings 
a great medical mystery-drama, with a 


cast of thousands, up to its climactic act 


by Ropert CoucHLa! 


during ‘the next few months when at least 500,000 children will 

be injected with a vaccine against poliomyelitis. Inoculations 
probably will get under way next “month, in towns throughout the 
country, and will continue into June. Then local medical teams under 
the National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis will wait and watch as 
the annual curve of polio begins to climb, slowly in June, higher in 
July, highest in August and September, then falls steeply again with 
cool weather. Comparing the amount of polio among the inoculated 
children with that among the uninoculated ones, a committee of 
leading scientists will be able to judge the vaccine’s effectivenes 

In theory it should produce immunity polio in most or all 
of the inoculated children. The expectat that it will produce at 
least some. Conceivably y produce non 

Suppose it should produce little or none. That would be a disap- 
pointment but would not alter the fact that an effectivé polio vaccine 
can be and will be made. This is the important news about polio, ob- 
scured in the public excitement about the forthcoming field trial of 
the vaccine. As Dr. Jonas Salk, under whose direction it was devel- 
oped, has said, “The question . . . has not been what needs to be 
done to develop an immunizing agent against poliomyelitis but rather 
how this can be accomplished.” In other words, the conquest of polio 
is now only a matter of technique. 

A few years ago polio researchers were as far from this stage as can- 
cer researchers are now from the basic answers in their field. Begin- 
ning in 1949, however, an amazing series of discoveries has occurred, 
culminating for the moment in the vaccine about to be tested. It is 
the purpose here to bring that forthcoming event into perspective for 
Lire’s readers by showing 1) what lies behind it and consequently 
what can reasonably be “expected of it, and 2) what the near future 
may bring in polio vaccine research. 

It is a dramatic story—one of the great medical detective stories of 
all time. It involves thousands of scientists, notably the two on the 
right of this page. We shall tell it here as it developed, clue by clue, 
not omitting the false clues. It is not, however, a simple story or one 
easy to follow. The search necessarily takes us into the world of mi- 
croscopy and beyond, into a subsection of that world which until re- 
cently had been ‘entirely invisible. To start with we must understand 
the nature of infectious diseases and the mechanism by which the 
body normally protects against them, 


Te biggest experiment in U.S. medical history will take place 


Antibodies ys. “germs” 
T was Robert Koch and Louis Pasteur who, in the 1880s, showed 


that infections are caused by bacteria, commonly known as 
“germs,” which are in perpetual assault on the body. Occasionally, 
under conditions which make the body susceptible, they cause active 
infection and the individual may sicken and die. But ordinarily he 
does not, because the invading germs and substances which they pro- 
duce stimulate the body to manufacture tiny chemical entities called 
“antibodies.” For each kind of germ there is a corresponding antibody 
specially designed to deal with it. Moreover, these antibodies stay 
the blood stream for a while, in some cases for the rest of the in 
vidual’s life, and protect against future attack by that kind of germ. 
A vaccine consists of germs which have been so weakened (or killed) 
that they can no longer cause damage but which still can stimulate 
the body into pouring out antibodies. Vaccination has the same prac 
tical effect as a mild case of the diseas 
Accordingly, Pasteur and those who followed him were soon able 
to give protection against a number of infectious diseases. But others 
would not yield because no causative germs could be found. In 1892 a 
Russian named Iwanowski showed the reason: the infectious material 
was so small that it passed through the finest laboratory filters: <o 
small that even when it could be isolated it could not be seen because

it lay (in most cases) beyond the power of the strongest microscopes. 
These infectious agents were called “filterable viruses” and in time 
simply “viruses.” Investigation showed they were fundamentally dif- 
ferent from the tiny bacterial organisms that had been known pre- 
viously. These latter could live and reproduce independently like 
higher forms of life; but viruses could reproduce only in the living 
cells of individuals they attacked. They have been called “the ulti- 
mate parasite”: for when a virus particle infects a cell it takes control 
of the cell's metabolic system and forces the cell to produce more 
virus. Since this activity takes place inside the cell, medicines have 
difficulty working against it. The cell’s walls, although they admit the 
virus, tend to keep the medicines out. And even when they do get 
in—as some of the new “miracle drugs” can in some instances— 


it may be too late, for the cell may already 


have been damaged severely. This is the 


case with paralytic polio 
Many viruses do, however, yield to vac- 
cination. A prerequisite, naturally, is that 
the antibodies caused by the vaccination be 
able to meet and destroy the virus particles 
before the latter can do their damage. Since 
the antibodies circulate in the blood, they 
can deal with those viruses which travel to- 
ward their prey via the blood stream. Or in 
some cases they may attach themselves to 
DR LANDOTEANER individual cells to give protection there at 
the actual point of attack. But this latter 
phenomenon was, in the early years of polio research, almost an 
academic matter. Virus diseases preventable by vaccination were 
found to be ones in which the virus was blood-borne during some 
early stage of the infection. And this brings us to a basic dilemma 
that confronted polio researchers. Nobody could find polio virus in 
the blood of polio victims at any stage. 

One may ask: Since the virus was invisible, how could they know? 
Because rhesus monkeys—the only animals then known which could 
contract the disease—could not be infected by blood samples from 
polio patients, Indeed, the only way the disease could be reliably 
passed from monkey to monkey was to take brain and spinal cord ma- 
terial from an infected animal and inject it into the brain of another. 
Dissection of paralyzed monkeys showed that nerve cells were the 
only ones the virus attacked, the only ones where it could be found. 

With these discoveries, an intelligible theory about the disease grew 
up. The virus somehow got into the body, attached itself to nerve 
endings and followed the nerve fibers to the central nervous system, 
where it grew and did its damage. 
This theory became even more 
convincing when it was found 
that rhesus monkeys could be in- 
fected by dropping virus onto the 
lining of the nose where the nerve 
fibers of the sense of smell come + 
to the surface. These fibers lead e 
directly to the brain. Having al- 
ready found the virus in nasal 
and throat secretions from hu- 
mans, the researchers had good 
reason to believe that the usual 
portal of entry for the virus was 
the nose. 

The next step was obvious. If 
the olfactory nerve endings could 
he sealed in some way, the virus 
could not use them as a pathway. 
Various chemical sprays were 

roduced and tried on monkeys. 
They worked: the monkeys could 
no longer be infected via the nose. 
In 1936 and in 1937 two large 
field trials took place, one in Ala- 
bama and the other in Toronto, each the location of severe polio epi- 
demics. Some 10,000 children received the nasal sprays. The only 
result was that they lost their sense of smell—in some cases for years. 
The treatment had no significant effect on the amount of polio in the 
two groups. Examining the debris of their false hopes, researchers 
could conclude only that what was true for monkeys under labora- 
tory conditions was not necessarily true for human beings under 
natural conditions. The mystery deepened. 

Meantime another odd fact about polio had been discovered. Tests 
which had been developed showed that the blood of some polio victims 
contained polio antibodies. It was hard to understand why they should

antibodies serve? But perhaps they attached themselves to the nerve 
tissue to give some protection. On this assumption, various research- 
ers began experimenting with vaccines. And it was found that vacci- 
nation did, in fact, give some protection to rhesus monkeys—not al- 
ways, but often enough to be quite encouraging. 

In 1935, even before the nose-spray technique had been tested, two 
men in different parts of the country felt ready to undertake experi- 
ments on humans. Dr. John A. Kolmer of Temple University’s school 
of medicine used live but highly diluted polio virus secured from the 
ground-up spinal cords of monkeys and mixed with a chemical deriva- 
tive from castor oil. Dr. Maurice Brodie of the New York City Health 
Department tried to inactivate his monkey-cord fluid with Formalin, a 
solution of formaldehyde. By the end of the 
year some 17,000 children had been inocu- 
lated. There was no provision for following 
the results closely. But after a time disquiet- 
ing reports began to be heard by the U.S. 
Public Health Service. Investigation showed 
that 12 of the children receiving the vaccines 
had very soon come down with polio, and six 
of them died. Both vaccines were judged un- 
safe and were dropped. 

This era, which brought two great disap- 
pointments, also brought two great steps 
forward. One was the creation of the 
tional Foundation for Infantile Paralysis, 
which up to now has collected $296 million from voluntary public 
contributions for the support of polio research in all fields. The other 
advance, which came in 1939, was the work of Dr. Charles Armstrong 
of the U.S. Public Health Service who succeeded in infecting cotton 
rats and subsequently white mice with polio. Previously only the 
chimpanzee had joined the rhesus monkey as a susceptible laboratory 
animal, but it was even more expensive to get and troublesome to 
feed and keep in good health, Now in the cheap, prolific white mice, 
researchers had an extremely valuable new oot Aitkongh it also had 
its limitations. 

The virus Dr. Armstrong used came from the brain and spinal cord 
of a young man who had died of polio in Lansing, Mich. and for pur- 
poses of medical nomenclature was known thereafter as the “Lansing 
strain.” Mice could be infected with it and with other virus strains 
which seemed to resemble it, but not with other samples. These—and 
they were a majority—still had to go into monkeys and chimps. A few 
years previously, two Australian researchers named Burnet and Mac- 
namara -had indicated that there 
might be more than one kind of 

lio virus. Drs. John Paul and 
james Trask at Yale had soon 
reached the same belief; the adap- 
tation of the Lansing strain to 
mice further strengthened the 
suspicion, as did reports that 
some people had had more than 
one case of polio. If it were true, 
the fact would have the greatest 
importance in vaccine research, 
since an effective vaccine would 
need to contain all the immuno- 
logically different kinds of polio 
virus. Fundamental as that con- 
clusion was, research at the time 
was in such a beclouded state 
that it lay largely neglected. 

Here, at the beginning of what 
polio researchers fondly call “the 
mouse era,” it will be well to stop 
for a moment and summarize 
what was generally believed about 
this mysterious and elusive dis- 
ease. It was caused by a virus which no one had seen. This virus at- 
tacked the nerve cells directly, following along nerve fibers to’the cen- 
tral nervous system, with no intermediate stage in the blood. It prob- 
ably did so by entering through the nose—this was believed in spite 
of the failure of the nasal-spray experiments. Perhaps there was more 
than one distinct type—no one knew for certain or could guess how * 
many types there might be. Plainly, on the basis of this information 
and in view of the failure of the Kolmer and Brodie vaccines, the pros- 
pects for an effective method of controlling the disease were remote. 

During the next few years other trails were followed and some 
relevant pieces of information were turned up. It was learned that 
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INFECTED NERVE MATERIAL 


ROADBLOCK in the way of a safe polio vaccine was the fact that the only 
source of virus used in making vaccines was infected monkey nerve tissue, 
When injected into humans, this could cause inflammation of the brain, 
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polio actually is a very common disease, as common as measles or 
mumps, and that in this country about 80% of adults have had 
it at some time in their lives without knowing it. They have had 
no worse symptoms than headache, sore throat, upset stomach, 
short fever or perhaps no symptoms at all, In the unlucky few, for 
reasons and in ways still not entirely understood, the virus pene- 
trates the nervous system and results in some degree of paralysis 
or in death. Thus paralytic polio, instead of polio per se, became 
the criminal and central figure of the mystery. Fully as surprising, 
it was found that the paralytic form is much commoner in civi- 
lized, hygienic countries and communities than in those with 
crowded, unsanitary conditions. 

It was learned that polio patients excrete live virus in their 
bowel movements, and this prompted the belief that the gastroin- 
testinal tract might somehow be involved in nurturing and spread- 
ing the virus, There was no agreement, though, as to how this 
could be, Following the same lines of investigation, researchers 
found th: atients exerete virus for as long as two months 
after the al symptoms have disappeared. Putting this to- 
gether with other findings, it was seen that the disease could be 
spread by innocent “carriers”: recently recovered victims or peo- 
ple unknowingly undergoing a “silent infection.” Several re: 
groups found that flies could carry and excrete polio virus. 
abatement campaigns were tried—and had no effect at all on 
demics. Indeed, about the only information helpful to the family 
doctor was the discovery by Dr. Sidney Levinson and Dr. Albert 
Milzer that both fatigue and sudden chilling—for instance, plung- 
ing into cold water on a hot day—increase the severity af polio 
among those who may unknowingly be carrying the infection in 
their systems. 

Vaccine studies were still going on. There was the tantalizing 
fact that monkeys could be vaccinated: if their antibody levels 
were high enough, they were protected even against large doses of 
virus injected i in their brains, It was reasonable to think that hu- 
mans could be protected too. But there was no way to find out 
unless one could produce a safe vaccine. And safety, it was now 
realized, involved still another factor—holding within it the threat 
of an even worse affliction than polio. 

A vaccine would haye to be made from virus. The only known 
source of the virus was the nerve tissues of laboratory animals. But 
any vaccine made from nerve tissue, when injected into the body, 
could cause an allergic inflammation of the brain and spinal cord 
called encephalomyelitis. The majority of its victims recover, but 
some die and others are left unable to respond physically or mental- 
ly—they become “vegetables.” With millions of children to be vac- 
cinated there might be thousands of encephalomyelitis cases, a 
prospect no one cared to invite. 

This was the situation in the early and mid-1940s—bafiling, not 
without hope, but with no foreseeable escape from the dilemmas 
which seemed to be intrinsic in the disease. Then, quite sudden- 
ly, the pieces of this incomprehensible jigsaw puzzle began to fly 
together. We shall watch them here in sequence. 

If it were true that polio antibodies circulating in the blood 
could protect against polio virus, the problem became one of how 
to supply the antibodies. Vaccination seeming unfeasible, the alter- 
native was to secure antibodies from the blood of people who al- 
ready had them. It was known that most adults had them as the 
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result of prior “silent infections.” By bleedi 
letting the blood clot, one could secure a pale yellow fluid called 
“immune serum.” This contained the antibodies. But they were 
present in small amounts. To pump enough antibodies into a child 
to give him immunity would require impossibly large injections. 
This part of the riddle was broken in 1942 by the late Dr. E. J. 
Cohn and his associates at the Harvard Medical School. What im- 
pelled Dr. Cohn to do so, however, was not polio but war. 

Battle casualties would need transfusions, but whole blood could 
not be kept indefinitely or stored easily. 
Dr. Cohn, securing plasma for use in 
shock (the commonest trouble in wounds 
ery), went on to produce a method 
actionating” this into its compo- 
nent parts, including one called “gamma 
globulin.” ‘The latter contained a large 
share of the blood’s antibodies in concen- 
trated form. And since, under the Red 
Cross's blood donation campaign, blood 
was being collected from millions of peo- 
ple and mixed together in many common 
DR, COUN pools, gamma globulin derived from them 

‘was sure to contain some antibodies for 
all the common infectious diseases—including polio. Did it have 
enough polio antibodies to be of practical value? 
everal researchers were eager to find out and asked the Nation- 
al Foundation to support a mass trial on humans. But the Foun- 
dation’s experts, knowing that the level 
of antibodies in gamma globulin still was 
relatively low and unconvinced in any 
se that antibodies in the blood could 
have much effect on an infection that 
seemed to travel only by nerve pathways, 
decided against it. And there the matter 
lay for the time being. 

The next piece of the puzzle was a dis- 
covery that was undoubtedly the most 
important in the whole history of polio 
research. Dr. John Enders and his associ- 
ates, Drs. Thomas Weller and Frederick DR, HAMMON 
Robbins of Harvard and The Children’s 
Hospital, Boston, found that they could grow polio virus in non- 
neural tissues in test tubes. If the reader has followed the develop- 
ment of the mystery thus far, he will easily see the significance of 
this event. By 1) removing the peril of encephalomyelitis and 2) 
furnishing a cheap and ample supply of virus and 3) furnishing it, 
moreover, in relatively pure form, it cleared the way for the po- 
tential manufacture of a safe vaccine in quantity. In addition, it 
upset the whole previous theory of the development of the dis- 
ease in humans by showing that the virus‘is not necessarily at- 
tracted to nerve cells alone. There was the evidence in the tubes: 
the virus thrived and reproduced in nonnervous tissue. Might it do 
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the same in the body? If so, then there was a 
chance that it could be stopped somewhere along 
the line of development before it entered the cen- 
tral nervous system and caused paralysis. 

Many other researchers had tried to make the 
virus grow in nonneural tissues. Dr. Enders, a 
mild, self-effacing man, has no explanation for his 
own success except that he tried hard and in di 
ferent ways. “I've wondered about that a good 
many times,” he says. Dr. Thomas Rivers, direc- 
tor of the Rockefeller Institute and dean of virolo- 
gists, can think of no reason either except that 
“John Enders is a very stubborn man.” 

This was in 1949. The year before, the National 
Foundation had put the third piece of the puzzle 
in motion. It was realized by then that there were 
many different strains of the virus, some seeming 
to form “families.” Work at Johns Hopkins and 
the University of Southern California indicated 
that there were at least two such families. Deter- 
mining to find out how many distinct immuno- 
logic types there were, the Foundation mounted 
a huge investigation enlisting virus laboratories at 
four universities. By 1951, after the expenditure 
of $1,370,000 and 30,000 monkeys, 100 strains 
from all over the world had been tested and the 
problem solved. There were three families. One 
was the “Brunhilde” family, so called after a 
chimpanzee at the Johns Hopkins Poliomyelitis 
Laboratory in which the first strain of that kind 
had been isolated by Drs. Howard Howe and David 
Bodian; one was known as Lansing after the strai 
first adapted to mice by Dr. Armstrong; the other 
was “Leon” after a small boy who had died of polio 
in Los Angeles and from whose body the first strain 
of the kind was iden- 
tified by Dr, J. F. Kes- 
sel. Lately they have 
been known simply as 
Types I, I and Til. 

From this program 
it followed that any 
vaceine must contain 
strains of all three 
types, But especially 
it must contain a rep- 
resentative of Type I, 
the Brunhilde family, 
for it has been found 
that this is the one 
which accounts for 
the great majority of 
polio epidemics. 

The stage was now 
set for the denoue- 
ment. Virus for safe 
vaccine material could 
be produced in quantity. A polio vaccine would 
produce polio antibodies, as many workers had 
long since demonstrated in animals. But could 
antibodies really protect humans against the infec- 
tion under natural conditions? If so, how high 
would the antibody level have to be to do the job? 
Tt is at this point that the first Pete of the puzzle 
moves again and slips into place. Dr. William 
MeD. Hammon, professor of epidemiology at the 
University of California, came east in 1950 to 
head that department at the University of Pitts- 
burgh’s Graduate School of Public Health. He had 
been interested in the possibilities of gamma glob- 
ulin and soon joined forces with others to revive 
the issue with the National Foundation. Finally, 
after much discussion (Dr. Thomas Rivers, one of 
the Foundation’s advisers, says, “Bill Hammon is 
another very stubborn man”), the Foundation 
agreed to sponsor a field trial. The results showed 
that even the small amount of polio antibodies 
contained in the small quantity of gamma globulin 
administered (Dr. Hammon’s criterion: “We gave 
as much as we could without giving ‘em sore 
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than dangerous nerve tissue. For vaccine producti 
key kidney cells are used, with a fluid to nourish them. 


rumps”) gave significant protection to children 
who had not yet been infected with the disease. 
(It has little or no use otherwise.) It followed that 
in human beings anything that would cause the 
body to produce even a very low level of antibody 
—as a weak vaccine could—would do some good. 

But even before these results were announced 
came solid evidence that showed why they could 
be expected. Dr. Dorothy Horstmann of Yale and 
Dr. David Bodian of Johns Hopkins independent- 
ly found in monkeys that in the early stazes of the 
disease, the polio virus does circulate in the blood. 
There was a time and place in the body at which 
antibodies could destroy the virus before it reached 
the central nervous system. Moreover, Dr. Bodian 
showed that in monkeys the amount of antibodies 
necessary to do so was quite small. The puzzle was 
done: the theoretical basis for the creation and 
use of a successful vaccine was complete. 

But why, one asks, did it take decades to make 
this basic and (one would suppose) simple discov- 
ery, the absence of which had so erate mis- 


led ‘previous thinking? The answer returiis us to 
the very first link in the chain, when early workers 


succeeded in passing the disease [rom one rhesus 
monkey to another by injecting virus directly into 
their brains. Later on came infection via the olfac- 
tory nerve cells. But these were the only reliable 
ways they could be infected. With the advent of 
the Lansing strain, the same thing held good for 
mice. Chimpanzees, it was true, could be infected 
by intramuscular injections or even by feeding 
them virus. but the significance of this was not 
realized, Why not? Because their blood showed no 
trace of virus, and it was assumed almost as an 
article of faith that it 
made its way to the 
central nervous. sys- 
tem by riding along 
nerve pathways from 
the injected muscle or 
the gastrointestinal 
system. This was the 
explanation when, lat- 
er on, cynomolgus 
monkeys from the 


Philippines also were 
vulnerable to injection 
and feeding 

‘This reasoning was 


weakened by Dr. En- 
ders’ finding that the 
virus could i 
o-  nonnervous 
and again by the sug. 
gestive, if inconclu- 
sive, early experiments 
with gamma globulin. At last Drs. Horstmann and 
Bodian took what now seems a most obvious next 
step. They fed virus to cynomolgus monkeys and 
began very soon to take samples of their blood. 
During the incubation period, virus began to show 
up—although the animals had no clinical symp- 
toms of polio. 

In these early stages there were no polio anti- 
bodies in the samples. Then, at the time when 
paralytic symptoms began—at the time, that is, 
when the disease could be identified by outward 
symptoms as polio—antibodies had appeared but 
the virus had disappeared! 

What had happened? Very simple: there was no 
virus left in the blood because the antibodies had 
destroyed it. The whole mystery had lain in the 
fact that there is a delayed reaction in the forma- 
tion of polio antibodies. By the time they form and 
clean the virus out of the blood, some of the virus 
has already (in paralytic cases) managed to reach 
the central nervous system, where antibodies have 
a hard time getting at it. A vaccine, by stimulating 
an adequate supply of antibodies in the blood to

FINAL in solving the polio mystery came when Drs. Dorothy Horst- 
mann and David Bodian showed in monkeys that the virus travels via the 
blood. Thus polio antibodies induced by the vaccine’s presence could intercept 
the virus particles before they reach the nerves, where they do their damage. 
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begin with, could stop the virus in its tracks. Announcing his dis- 
covery, on April 19 Dr. Bodian commented, . It would 
appear that paralytic poliomyelitis should be one of the most 
readily preventable diseases.” 

‘Thus after decades of trial and error, the basic problems of polio 
prevention were worked out in a space of only four years. Questions 
which had baffled researchers for years found logical answers. Why 
was virus found in the bowel excretions of polio victims? Evidently 
because the digestive tract is the place 
where, in most cases, the virus first takes 
hold and multiplies (on nonnervous tis- 
sue); from there presumably it is absorbed 
by the blood and carried to the central 
nervous system. (Sometimes it may go 
directly up nerve pathways, but a potent 
enough vaccine can handle these 
tions also, as monkey vaccinations had 
shown.) How does it get into the digestive 
system? No doubt usually through the 
mouth, in all sorts of ways—perhaps by 
children sharing a bag of popcorn at the 
movies. Why did it take such a high level 
of antibodies in rhesus monkeys to immunize when a barely per- 
ceptible level will protect humans—and cynomolgus monkeys? 
Because the rhesus monkeys had the virus shot into their brains or 
dropped into their noses and that isn’t the way people get it: they 
get it via their digestive tracts (as did the cynomolgus monkeys 
in the experiment). Why does the amount of paralytic polio in- 
crease with civilization and sanitation? Because under crowded, 
unsanitary conditions babies are exposed 
to it frequently, perhaps in very small 
doses or very aid orme anid go seth 
earliest years of childhood acquire anti- 
bodies which protect them the rest of their 
lives. Conversely, hygienic conditions 
delay exposure and may prevent it for 
years—and the older one gets, the harder 
the ase tends to hit. This explained 
why the age at which paralytic attacks 
occurred kept rising, so that “infantile 
paralysis” had become a misnomer, and 
why polio epidemics, very rare before the 
1890's, occurred in the most materially 
advanced countries. The doctors, by their insistence on sanitation, 
had created the very problem they were now prepared to solve. The 
remaining problem was one of approach and technique: what kind 
of vaccine; how should it be made; how soon could it be made. 

Very soon some tentative answers came from a young scientist 
named Jonas E. Salk. Interested primarily in influenza during the 
early part of his career, Dr. Salk came to the University of Pitts- 
burgh in 1947. There he soon became deeply involved in polio 
research since Pittsburgh was among the universities which in 
1948 began the typing program. He took charge of the Pittsburgh 
end of it and, while not neglecting his influenza studies—he has 
produced a new type of flu vaccine—became fascinated by the 
less amenable problem of polio. By 1949 he had become research

professor and director of the school’s Virus Research Laboratory 
and by 1951 had begun working on polio immunization studies 
under a large grant from the National Foundation. In the spring 
of 1953 he published the results of vaccine studies that he and his 
group had made on 161 human subjects. He has had little peace or 
rest since then, for it appeared that he had induced antibodies in 
them with no signs of any harmful “side effects” from the vaccine. 
The announcement created excitement and an amount of publicity 
which Dr. Salk, absorbed in his work and unused to being a celeb- 
rity, finds extremely uncomfortable. 

What is this vaccine? It is polio virus of all three types, inacti- 
vated by Formalin (by highly refined technical methods) so that it 
can no longer infect but can cause antibodies to be produced. 
Three shots are planned, the second coming within a fortnight 
after the first and the third “booster” shot some weeks later. 
it safe? Dr. Salk has already inoculated hundreds of children, 
including his own three small sons, and by the time of the field 
ials will have given it to at least 5,000 others. What is more im- 
pressive, each batch of vaccine will he tested for safety three times 
by the most rigorous methods known and certified by the U.S. 
Public Health Service. The advisory committee of the National 
Foundation, including men who are seasoned leaders in the field 
of virology, guarantees its safety. So does Dr. Salk, a responsible 
scientist who, of course, would be ruined by any mistake ii in his 
work. “There is no question of ‘how safe is it?’ ” he says. “It is 
safe, and it can’t be safer than safe.” 

Will it work? As the reader is now in a position to see, there are 
excellent reasons for thinking it will give protection. The purpose 
of the field trial is to find out whether it actually does so uaiée 
natural conditions and, if so, for how long. (At least through 
polio “season,” it seems.) But the natural incidence of paral tic 
polio is so low that 500,000 or even 1,000,000 children may not 
form a really reliable sample. The complete answer may have to 
wait for several years and the vaccination of millions of children. 


The frontier of polio research 


N the meantime vaccine research will go on more actively than 

ever. Dr. Salk and his group have already produced what they 
think is a more potent vaccine. It will not be used in the trial 
because it needs further testing on a pilot scale and also because, 
as Dr. Hart Van Riper of the National Foundation says, ‘There 
comes a time in any field of medical development where you have 
to say, ‘O.K., freeze it. This thing we have is good, so let's stand- 
ardize on it and get it into use and, while we're using it, go ahead 
and work on improving it. That way we begin to save some lives.’ ” 

There are two broad directions in which future vaccine investi- 
gations will continue. One will be to study different methods of 
tivating the virus so that, while remaining completely safe, it 
will have the strongest possible “kick” and stimulate the system 
to produce the highest possible level of antibodies. This is a matter 
of altering the virus particles in just the right way; and not only 
the Salk group but many others are busy with various experiments 
toward this end. For instance, Drs. Milzer and Levinson of Michael 
Reese Hospital, and their associate Dr. Shaughnessy of the Illinois 
Department of Health, inactivate their virus by means of.ultravio- 
let radiation. In some other diseases, notably rabies, this method 
has produced vaccines from 10 to 100 times more potent than by 
chemical treatments. Tests on adults have already been made and 
this winter selected groups of children will be vaccinated. Whether 
this particular method is better or not, it is certain that improved 
“killed-virus” vaccines will be produced. 
he alternative, of course, is to use a vaccine of weak but still 
tive “live” virus. Since it duplicates the processes of natural 
infection, live virus ordinarily stimulates a higher production of 
antibodies and keeps the level high for a longer period of time. 
Such is not necessarily true of polio: indeed, Dr. Salk has reason 
to believe that his killed virus, when given in the prescribed 
manner (the third or booster shot increases antibodies enor- 
mously), may even improve on nature. Nevertheless, until the evi- 
dence on this point has been established beyond question, the 
live virus method will remain a desirable goal. 

The first vaccination in history was done (in 1798) with a live 
virus when Dr, Edward Jenner, observing that dairymaids who got 
cowpox were thereafter immune to smallpox, took material from 
cowpox pustules and inoculated a small boy. It has always been 
hoped that polio might yield in the same way, that some mild virus 
related to polio—as the harmless virus of cowpox is related to 
the morbid smallpox virus—might furnish “‘cross-immunization.” 
Perhaps such a virus exists in nature and will be found. 
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POLIO VACCINE continues 


What can be done meantime is to look for “mutants,” the genet- 
ic accidents by which new species and varieties of plants and ani- 
mals are created. Sometimes viruses seem to change spontaneously 
in nature, bringing new diseases or new varieties of old ones. 
Accordingly, it is possible that completely nonparalytic strains of 
polio already exist and can be discovered. But viruses can also be 
forced to change in the laboratory, by introducing them into an 

“unnatural host"—some animal which does not get the disease 
under natural conditions. The virus, being a complete parasite, 
must either remain dormant or else adapt itself to the new circum- 
stances. In so adapting, it may lose its virulence for its natural prey 
(man, in the case of polio) while retaining its ability to stimulate 
the production of antibodies. Harvesting such a virus from the 
“unnatural host,” one obtains the material for a vaccine. 

At the U.S. Public Health Service’s virus laboratory at Mont- 
gomery, Ala. various strains of all three types are being passed 
through mice in hopes of modifying them or of finding a lucky 
mutant. At Lederle Laboratories, where a number of important 
animal diseases have yielded attenuated strains by being passed 
through chick embryos, this technique is being pursued with 

lio. So far only the Lansing type have been “egg-adapted.” Per- 
fae the most promising work of all is being carried on at The 
Children’s Hospital Research Foundation and University of Cin- 
cinnati by Dr. Albert Sabin, one of the earliest and most prolific 
of all the polio researchers. Using the Enders tissue-culture method, 
that universal godsend, Dr. Sabin tried the experiment of passing 
viruses quickly, through test-tube cultures of monkey kidney tis- 
sue. He harvested the virus early in the process of reproduction 
to pick the particles which multiplied fastest, and transferred the: 
into other tubes to start a new batch of virus, repeating the proces 
through a long series. At a certain point in this operation, he 
seemed to have found a virus that would produce antibodies but 
would not produce paralytic polio. Moreover he was able to do this 
for all three types. The experiment is not complete, and even if 
the findings are confirmed beyond all doubt in laboratory animals, 
it will be many months before the studies will be extended to hu- 
man subjects. But the possibility exists—and it is not a remote 
one—that here may lie another answer to the scourge. 

Medical history, no less than political history, inevitably fo- 
cuses on the few personalities who symbolize great achievements 
—the Pasteurs, the Cushings, the Flemings. Doubtless the con- 
quest of polio also will be assigned in the shorthand of history 
to one or two symbolic names. But for now, while the victory 
is still in its final stages, humanity has the privilege of paying 
thanks to the many to > whom the credit really belongs. A number 
of scientists have been mmerttioned here. There are others whose 
contributions have been only a little less noteworthy. And behind 
the outstanding names, ay course, lie the hundreds and even 
thousands of others, buried in the enormous bibliography of polio 

| research (since 1789 approximately 15,000 papers have been pub- 
ed), representing work done in many places in many nations. 

But the American people can take a special pride in this coming 

victory, for the great modern discoveries have been made in this 
country. And all who have contributed even a penny or a dime 
to the National Foundation can take personal pride, for it is their 
cumulative offerings that haye supported most of the significant 
work and made it possible. These millions, too, share the credit. 
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The Doers and Knowers 


Crises during World War II raised many questions like these: Who 
knows about helium?

The other is torn to pieces at the office and the fragments carefully sorted 
by names and subjects. Nearly every issue turns up something new and 
worthwhile. 


How I feel about 


Lire is in a class by itself in presenting the people who know things and 
s that are important to our lives. Its pictures and words are 
powerful tools of communication, giving us an insight into people and 
their character we could not get otherwise. 


We read a piece by bank robber Willie Sutton that makes us really 
understand that “crime doesn’t pay.” We look into the Asiatic eyes of 
Stalin's successor, Georgi Malenkoy, and know what we're up against 
internationally. Somehow Lire’s pictures of Oppenheimer loung- 
ing on his desk while teaching advanced mathematics at Princeton 
humanizes atomic physics for us.
